FREE ... TO BE 
RESPONSIBLE 


This is the title of the Pub- 


lisher's page in the July issue of 
The American Magazine which 
deals with the trial of John 
Peter Zenger, weekly newspaper 
editor, more than 200 years ago. 
The article follows: 
. The first major victory for 
-freedom of the press in America 
was achieved in 1735,, forty-one 
years before the American Revo- 
lution, when John Peter Zenger, 
a weekly newspaper editor of 
New York, won his freedom on 
a charge of criminal libeL 


He died July 28, 1744, too soon 


to become a Revolutionary hero, 
but- before the significance of 
his victory was apparent to other 
editors. 


That freedom of any kind im- 


poses a serious responsibility on 
all who enjoy it, and that it 
includes no license to be, irre- 
sponsible, was clearly recognized 
in an editorial, appearing only, 
•TSx yearFafier We Zenger trial, 
in America's first magazine, The 
American Magazine of 1741. 
* * * 


In 1734, John 
v> Peter Zenger 


was the "independent, trucu- 
lent" editor of the New York 
Weekly Journal. For publicly 
criticizing the abuse of power by 
the British governor of New 
York, he was charged with 
criminal libel and thrown in jail 


Finally, after ten months, 


Zenger was brought before the 
court, only to nave his lawyers 
disbarred. Several months later, 
when the trial was resumed, new 
defense counsel pleaded for the 
right of the jury to inquire into 
the truth or falsity of the state- 
ments published by the editor. 


Over protests of the court, the 


jury returned a verdict of "Not 
guilty," and editor Zenger was 
again free to put constructive 
ideas in print for the good of his

'shops, and by the weekend prices 
had tumbled to levels in some 
cases lower than those prevailing 
in .the years of government regula- 
tion. Some merchants who had 
counted on a rush for meat have 
lost money. 


Expected To Stabilize 


• Most dealers expected prices 
would stabilize at just a little 
above the range of rationing days. 


- Prices against which British 
-housewives rebelled are not conv 
parable with meat costs in other 
'lands because in Britain a retail 
: price does not reveal subsidies 
which may be as high as 50 per 
-cent. But steaks they shunned at 
about 75 cents a pound. They were 
accustomed to paying about 47 
cents. 


Lamb chops remained steady at 


42 cents. Stewing steak in the free 
market was 37 cents. It is down 
to 32 cents.

Only 10 Favor Proposal 


At Paducah, only 10 of 500 work- 


ers who met on a main road lead- 
^e, to the atomic plant said they 
*avore3 the recommendations. The 
>roposals included no guarantee of 
a wage "increase—ihe--aoject of the 
strike. 


Btririn & meeting in a high-school 


at Oak Ridge, a substantial major- 
ity of 900 strikers on band, regis- 
tered in favor of going back to 
work. They did so on condition the 
union would sanction another walk- 
out should further- bargaining fail. 
The standing vote 'was not re- 
corded. 


Just before, union President El- 


wood Swisher had told them: 


'You are going to have to go 


back to work in less than 12 hours. 
You can either go back voluntarily, 
which I recommend, or by Taft- 
H a r t l e y injunction — by being 
clubbed back by the very govern- 
ment you work for." 


Promises Made 


A presidential fact finding board 


has been collecting data on the 
strike, but was understood to have 
been holding up its report^-which 
is necessary under the Taft-Hartley 
Act before an injunction can - be 
sought—in order to give Mitchell 


and the union chiefs a chance to 
end the walkout on their own. 


Mitchell's plan held out no hope 


for the workers to get more than 
a six cent hourly wage boost rec- 
ommended several weeks ago by 
President Elsenhower's atomic la- 
bor panel. But it did promise a 
jroad opportunity for labor unions 
to work out with the ABC Improve- 
ments in housing, health and com- 
munity facilities and in labor rela- 
tions generally with all AEC con- 
tractors.

or kitchen. 20 seconds if uraDs 
are medium, 10 seconds if 
they're light colored. 


These exposures are based 


one medium speed film, such 
as Verichrome or Plus-X. Cut 
the time in half if your cam- 
era is loaded with high speed 
panchromatic film such as 
Super XX. And to get these 
exposures more accurate for 
the next time, do a little eac- 
pramentmg. Make one ex- 
posure with the times given 
above, one at half this expo- 
sure and one at twice this 
time. Keep a record of these 
exposures and compare the 
final prints.

To be sure, most lakeland resorts 
in the U.S. and Canada still are 
equipped with old-fashioned can- 
vas canoes as little to be depend- 
ed upon as the sweet nothings 
spoken in them of a- summer eve. 


Aluminum Craft 


But science has caught up with 


the whole business. Tops now for 
all-around vacation uses are the 
aluminum craft, as light and por- 
table as canvas craft, but im- 
mune to termites, rot and other 
nusiance. Most of these vessels 
are uasinkable unless punctured 
and virtually upset proof. 


In addition, they have attach- 


ments that allow use of out- 
board motors and even leeboards 
and mast for inland sailing, as 
well as oars for people who want 
to be sensible on lakes. Cost of 
a rig like this can run up close 
to $500.

Best design for river ,craft hasn't ney_ 


changed much, since then, eith- 
er. Working canoes are a little 
wider, a little deeper and a little 
heavier than the 50-pound bubbles 
best for play. 


Push-Pole Upstream 


A 17-footer in this class can 


carry two persons and supplies 
for three months, if well chosen. 
And experts who spurn the use of 
motors can travel upstream as 
well as down, although in current 
of four miles an hour or more the 
push-pole is mightier than the 
paddle. 


Whatever use the beginner aims 


at eventually, he'll find some rules 
basic. Don't beach a canoe by| 
driving it ashore. Even on sand, j 
just take it in until it touches, 
then step out and life it in. On 
rocks, of course,, don't let it touch. 
When loading it with people or 
otherwise, have it floating free. 
Keep heavy loads—and & canoe 
will carry terrific loads—low hi 
the craft. If you spill when you 
don't expect to, hang onto the 
canoe because it won't sink.

It may be somewhat startling to 


see yourself in plastic, but it's an 
experience more and more women 
are having these days. 


Home seamstresses who take their 


dressmaking seriously find indis- 
pensable a dress form reproducing 
ihe actual lines of their own figures. 
Here's how it's done. 


First the fitter at your local sew- 


ing center gives you a tight-fitting 
cotton knit sheath, something^ like 
She top of a fencer's suit, which 
clings to every curve of your body. 
Then she takes caliper measure- 
ments to determine depth and width, 
and takes your individual figure 
measurements. 


Contour Mold 


Measurements completed, she ap- 


plies malleable thermoplastic ma- 
terial to your shirt-sheathed body in 
four-section—two in front and two 
in back. This literally follows every 
contour of- your figure, as the op- 
erator's expert fingers smooth the 
plastic material into your exact 
shape. 


The molding takes about a half 


hour, then the plastic form is cut 
at shoulders and sides and lifted 
from your body. It is sent away to be 
finished—that is, it receives several 
coats of paint, gets a covering of 
knit shirting material, is taped at 
the sides and waistline and mounted 
on an adjustable stand. 


The finished dress form is de- 


livered to your home in a few days, 
ready to 
be your dressmaking 


"stand-in."

deavoring to promote the Lib- 
erty," wrote the editor of the 
first American Magazine, "we 
shall as carefully avoid contrib- 
uting to the Licentiousness of 
the press. We have here partic- 
ularly in view Defamatory Li- 
belling as it comprehends the 
ideas of Falsehood and Scandal 
combined together .... 


"The promoting of the Liberty 


of Mankind comprehends the 
highest Acts of Beneficence that 
we can possibly exercize toward 
our fellow creatures .... The 
Press, under right Application, 
has been found to have an ad- 
mirable influence on magis- 
trates^ restraining them in the 
bounds of their duty."

The editorial went on to quote 


the counsel for Zenger as telling 
the court that "if the Faults, 
Mistakes, nay even the Vices of 
a Person of public Character, be 
private and personal, and don't 
affect the Peace of the Public, 
or the Liberty or Property of our 
Neighbour, it is unmanly and 
unmannerly, it is base and vil- 
lainous, to expose them either 
by Word or Writing. 


"But when a Ruler of a People 


brings his personal Failings, but 
much more his Vices into his Ad- 
ministration, and the People find 
themselves affected by them, 
either in their Liberties or Prop- 
erties, That win alter the Case 
mightily."

to most women's heads. A survey of 
moro than 1,500 women concludes 
that 96 per cent of them regularly 
do their own hair grooming. 


Hair care includes shampooing, 


conditioning, setting, massaging and 
use of tonics and home permahents. 
According to the,-survey, prepared 
by a beauty institute, many women 
feel personal hair conditioning is 
practical 


Sixty per cent of the women ques- 


tioned live in urban areas, 40 per 
cent in rural sections. Income 
seemed to have little Influence on 
the frequency of home care: 32 per 
cent of the women were over the 
$5,000 bracket, 31 per cent from 
$3,000 to $5,000, 37 per cent under 
$3,000.

Air filters have become very 


Important Items of equipment In 
modern homes. They are more 
Important than window screens in 
houses that are air conditioned. 
They save a lot on housework and 
add a lot of comfort in homes with 
circulating warm air heat. They 
strain dust, dirt and pollen out of 
the air, but they have to be re- 
newed for maximum efficiency. 


Replacing an air filter In a 


warm air heating plant or air con- 
ditioner is about as simple as 
putting a new bag in the garbage 
can. And most filters are cheap, 
costing about the1 same as a car- 
ton of cigarettes. The reason you 
have to change them is that less 
and less air will pass through 
them as they trap dust and dirt. 
You can't get your money's worth 
in heat or in cooling with a choked 
up filter. 


Disposable Filters 


So this Is a good season to put 


in new filters. The smart man 
has his heating plant cleaned and 
readied for fall as soon as the 
heating season has ended. This 
minimizes corrosion from 
accu- 


mulated soot. And with several mil- 


room air conditioners now in- 


use, it's wise to keep them at top 


efficiency. 


Most disposable air filters are 


pads of glass fibers coated f with 
dust-catching adhesives. There are 
at least five manufacturers of 
type, so they are easy to find. 
Then there are two or three makes 
of paper filters. All you have to do 
to determine your type and size 
is to look at it and read the label- 
Between 85 and 90 per cent of all 
filters in use are disposable. 


When a salesman says that air 


conditioning will help to relieve 
hay fever and other respiratory 
troubles, he's talking about the con- 
stant air filtering that takes place. 
Yet few owners of air condition- 
ing units realize this. Even one- 
room window type air conditioners 
contain filters. 


incidentally, if the sale of win- 


dow and console type air condi- 
tioners increases this year only at 
the same rate that it has in the 
past several years, more than.a 
million and a half units will be 
added in homes before Christmas. 
According to the trade magazine, 
Air Conditioning and Refrigeration 
News, sales grew from less than 
30,000 in 1946 to 1,075,000 last year.

Carolina today advocated the re- 
turn of American representatives 
to the Geneva conference for an 
Allied showdown on Indochina. 


Byrnes, 
former 
secretary of 


state, who is here attending the 
4Sth annual Governors Conference, 
said IB an interview he does not 
believe the United States can af- 
ford to stand aloof and thus risk 
being blamed before the world for 
failure to reach a settlement with 
the Communists 


"We could refuse to participate 


in any surrender agreement," he 
said. "But I think our representa- 
tives ought to be there, to make 
our viewpoint known. If there is a 
final breakdown in efforts to get an

FRENCH UNION 
DEFENDERS ARE 
HARD PRESSED 
IN HANOI AREA

HANOI, Indochina W) — Tighten, 


ing enemy pincers and an ominous 
stepup in Red Chinese war aid 
posed new threats today for the 
hard-pressed 
French Union -de- 


fenders of Hanoi. 


Surging in from the northeast 


and northwest, the Communist-led 
Vietminh struck at French Union 
outposts only 25 miles above tb» 
imperiled city. Clashes were re- 
ported yesterday 
at scores of 


points. 


So busy were the French trying 


to hold their shrunken Red River 
delta defenses that they were un- 
able to spare planes for more than 
token harassment of the long truck 
convoys rumbling south from the 
Red China frontier. 


French reconnaissance pilots re- 


port that Red China Is funneung 
more supplies into northern Indo- 
china than she did In the days be- 
fore the fall of the French bastion, 
of Dien Bien Phu. 


But a French briefing officer de- 


clared, "We do not have the planes 
to spare for more than harassment 
attacks against the Red supply, 
convoys." 


North of Hanoi the French 


were more successful. They man- 
aged to reopen roads between Sept 
Pagodes, Phu Lang Thuong and 
Bac Ninh, 30 miles from the city. 
This restored communications be- 
tween the three towns, which form' 
a protective triangle against Vlet-v 
minh regulars massing to the 
north.

VOTE JULY 23 ON 
WHEAT QUOTAS

An estimated 17,000 state farm- 


ers are eligible to vote in a nation- 
wide referendum to determine if 
htey want rigidly controlled pro- 
duction and high price supports or 
free production and low price *up- 
p"orts. 


At least two thirds of the 


eligible voters must approve the 
quotas to put them into effect. 
To be eligible a fanner 
must 


plan to plant 15 or more acres of 
wheat for the 1965 crop. 


In a similar referendum last faH 


less than a fifth of the Common- 
wealth's eligible farmers roted on 
quotas. Slightly more than the re- 
quired two thirds favored them 
both in the state~ and nationwide. 


Provide Penalties 


If quotas are approved, wheat 


prices would be supported at parity 
price levels in effect next year, 
but penalties would be Imposed on 
farmers failing to comply with 
their wheat acreage allotments.

The national wheat acreage al- 


lotment is 55 million acres—seven 
million less than for 1354. 


In addition, the government this 


year has established a "total 
acreage" allotment. The total al- 
lotment includes

includes 1953 acreages for all other 
crops except grasses, pasture or 
idle land.
